Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 1/9/2007 is being re-sent and re-signed and 
considered as it has been updated to include the dates of the NPL (other art). 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 1/9/2007 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. 

No copy of the WO06/27151 reference could be found. It appears that this may be a 
duplicate of the entry above it (W096/27151). It has been crossed out on the signed form 
PTO-1449 and not considered.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 4 and 5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claim 1 
is allowable for the reasons given by applicant in applicant's argument's received 6/14/2007. 
Specifically applicant has amended the claims to include the limitation that a resilient cushion 
member is provided between each optical component of at least the color beam splitting optical 
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system and one of the outer cases. This in combination with all of the claimed limitations was 
not found in the prior art alone or in an obvious combination. Accordingly claim 1 is allowed. 
Claims 4 and 5 are dependent on claim 1 and are allowed at least due to their dependency on 
claim 1.
